There are also many Cheviots, 
Limousines, &c., principally of biige tints, rather 
rough to the edge, but soit and lightin wear. ‘Lhe 
béige tint is not absolute, for these stuffs are made in 
many shades, raison de Corinthe (currant), verdigris, 
prune, capucine, bottle green, being generally

COBDEN'S NERVOUSNESS AS Á 
SPEAKER, 


Well,when Richard Cobden had helped, through 
the judicious liberality of Me:srs. Fort, to build up a 
flourishing business that boought wealth to him, and 
enabled him to travel, and see the world—what fol- 
lowed? Why,he withdrew himself from trade, in 
order to benefit his fellow-countrymen by a repeal of 
the infamous Corn Laws, which, could they have 
been preserved by thick-headed Lowthers to this 
day, would by this time have bred a Revolution that 
would have swept out of England the Monarchy and 
the Tory Aristocracy at one and the same time. 

That Cobden's first speech, delivered at a meeting 
to further the demand for a Corporation for Man- 
chester, was a failure, that he was nervous, and 
broke down, has often been told for the encourage- 
ment of others. А part of his after great success 
as a speaker lay in the fact that he ‘‘abounded in 
matter.” ** No one has ever reached Cobden’s pitch 
of success as a platform speaker with a style that 
seldom went beyond the vigorous and animated con- 
versation of a bright and companionable spirit.” 
Elsewhere Mr. Morley speaks of Cobden strikinginto 
a debate ‘with that finely tempered weapon of 
argumentative speech which was his most singular 
endowment,” while in another passage he remarks 
that the one eminent quality as a speaker which all 
friends of Cobden whom he had consulted agreed in 
ascribing to him was persuasiveness. Не was often, 
however, nervous as to his success. When he had 
won a great place in Parliament, he wrote in 1846 to 
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his wife:—“ I am quite in a fidget about my speech 
on Thursday. You will think it very strange іп an 
old hack demagogue like me if I confess that I am as 
nervous as a maid the day before her wedding. The 
reason is, I suppose, that I know a good deal is 
expected from me, and I am afraid I shall disappoint 
Others as well as myself." | 
Тһе Anti-Corn-Law agitation told upon his 
faculties.

COBDEN’S PROPHETIC WORDS 
ABOUT THE FRENCH TREATY. 


We all know how much Free Trade between 


England and France was fostered by the Commercial 
Treaty Mr. Cobden was mainly instrumentai in 
negotiating. Writing to that eminent Frenchman, 
M. Chevalier, in 1864, the late Mr. Cobden said:— 
“I should be delighted to have the opportunity of 
passing a few weeks with you. Among other matters 
we could talk over the progress of Free Trade in 
France. 1 confess I am not satisfied that you do not 
continue to make further reforms, if only to guard 
against reaction in those already made. Time is 
passing. It is now four years since we arranged 
your tariff. Are you sure that in 1870 you will be so 
completely under the Free-trade régime as to prevent 
the Government of that day (God knows what it may 
be) from going back to Protection after the Anglo- 
French ‘Treaty expires?” 

We are sure these interesting volumes will be 
much read in the coming winter, and we may con- 
fidently anticipate that the public verdict will agree 
with the judgment of an able critic, that great 
thanks are due to Sir Louis Mallet and others of 
Cobden’s personal friends, who induced Mr. Morley 
to undertake a work which he has performed in а 
manner entitling him to the gratitude of Cobden’s 
countrymen. 

Taking up Mr. George Barnett Smith’s “Life of 
John Bright,” we come across a pathetic passage 
describing how 


COBDEN PERSUADED BRIGHT 


to join earnestly in the crusade against the cruel 
Corn Laws—Laws as cruel to the poor of those days 
as the Land Laws of these days are felt to be killing 
and demoralising to the poor and struggling of these 
enlightened times :— 

Mrs. Bright died in the year 1841, and was buried in the 
graveyard belonging to the Friends at Rochdale. While 
sorrowing under this heavy bereavement he again saw Mr. 
Cobden, and their meeting has thus been described, with 
simple pathos, by Mr. Bright :— 

“At that time I was at Leamington, and on the day 
when Mr. Cobden called on me—for he happened to be

Now, when the first paroxysm of your grief is 
past, I would advise you to come with me, and we will never 
rest until the Corn Law is repealed,’ ” 


THE LATE ALEXANDER 
MACDONALD, МР.

We 
have all our faults and shortcomings and weaknesses, 
but I would say, be to his faults a little blind, and to 
his virtues very kind. Iam sure that а meeting of 
this sort especially will agree that we have lost а 
man of great sterling force of character—a man who 
has done good service for his class in particular, and 
working men in general." 

Mr. Broadhurst spoke with much emotion, and 
the meeting separated almost immediately, passing 
resolutions expressing its deep sorrow and regret, 
and its sense of the loss the country had sustained. 


HARBOUR OF WICK. 
THE LARGEST FISHING- 
STATION IN THE WORLD, 


This is so. Тһе universally known member for 
the Wick burghs, Mr. John Pender, will bear us out 
in this. Wick Harbour has been limned in one of 
Mr. Samuel Reads finest drawings. А slice only of 
this comprehensive view by Mr. Read is given in 
our Illustration of the “largest fishing-station in 
the world," the publication of which may not be 
deemed untimely when a deplorable calamity has 
overtaken a neighbouring fishing community. 

At the height of the Herring Fishing Season, no 
less than 800 boats a day leave Wick Harbour in 
search of the most palatable of food for breakfast. 
The vocation of the fisherman is essentially one of 
the night. He puts out to sea in the evening, shoots 


his nets when such darkness as there is in these 


northern latitudes in summer creeps in, and lifts 
them shortly after sunrise. The labour and 
fatigue of five nights is, however, as much as even 
the iron frame of these northern fishermen сап 
endure, for the work goes well into mid-day. When 
& boat reaches the harbour, the herrings which hang 
themselves in its meshes have to be displaced, and 
this is often a tedious process. One byone the fish 
have to be extricated, the nets have to be folded in 
proper order, where injured they have to be repaired, 
and then hung up or stretched upon the beach to dry. 

The better the fishing, the longer the men have to 
toil before they are free to rest; and it is at best a 
Box-and-Cox sort of retirement, for when they 
“ turn-in ” their wives and daughters have to be at 
the shore to receive the herrings and prepare them 
for market. ‘This is done by a rough-and-ready 

rocess of gutting and packing with salt into barrels. 
The expedition with which it is accomplished is 
marvellous; but we cannot rezommend romantic 
tourists who love all that pertains to the briny deep 
to visit Wick in the height of the herring season. A 
more atrocious atmosphere than that in the neigh- 
bourhood of the curing-places cannot be conceived. 
And yet we should not speak ill of the romance of 
the place ; for, sitting on the noble crags to the right 
or lett of this Bay of Wick on an autumn evening, 
and seeing the multitudinous fleet of boats setting 
out to sea, is a thing to be remembered for a life- 
time. ‘lhe writer once saw 1100 boats set sail from 
Wick Harbour, and watched them scatter north and 
south outside the bay, where their lights flickered to 
and fro all night like tireflies on the horizon. That 
was more than twenty years ago, when this Wick 
fishing was at its height. Trom some inscrutable 
cause, the herrings afterwards dispersed themselves 
more widely along the coasts, and other stations 
sprung up which, relatively to that period, became 
more prosperous than Wick, and the number of boats 
making this port their head-quarters decreased to 
about 800 or 900.

In the villages of Eyemouth, Cove, Coldingham, and 
Burnmouth, on the Berwickshire coast, thirty-one boats, 
representing an aggregate value of at least £10,000, have 
been lost; 167 men have perished, leaving ninety-one 
widows and 302 orphan children, besides, in many cases, 
aged fathers and mothers, or other relatives, who were 
dependent on them for support.

TRIAL OF LEFROY FOR THE 
BRIGHTON RAILWAY MURDER. 
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PERCY LEFROY MAPLETON 


‚жаз on Friday morning, Oct. 29, removed from 


Lewes Jail to Maidstone, where the assizes for Kent 
and Sussex were opened om Monday. Тһе prisoner, 
in charge of two warders, was well dressed in a pair 


| of dark trousers, black coat, high hat, and new shoes. 


He looked pale, but in remarkably good health. 
Lefroy was treated in all respects as an ordinary 
prisoner. His food is supplied by his relatives from 
outside Maidstone Prison, and he is allowed the use 
of newspapers and periodicals. In chapel and in 
the exercise-yard he is screened from the other 
prisoners, and im every respect he is as kindly 
treated as the prison rules permit.  Lefroy has 
preserved а calm demeanour, is self-possessed, 
and observant. He is talkative оп all matters except 
about his case. In personal appearance he is little 
altered since heappeared atthe magisterial examina- 
tion in Cuckfield, although, perhaps, a shade paler 
and а trifle more sickly-looking. А close observer, 
too, may notice that, under all his apparent com- 
posure, there is a ceaseless nervous watchfulnass of 
all that is going on around him. Mr. Clayton, а 
cousin, visited Lefroy on Tuesday morning, and 
stated that he found him cheerful and well, and that 
there was nothing to complain of on the score of 
treatment. 


CHARGE IN THE CALENDAR. 


In the calendar of cases the following appears :—“ Percy

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LORD CHIEF JUSTICE COLERIDGE’S 
CHARGE 
to the Grand Jury at Maidstone Assizes on Tuesday 
Morning was scrupulously fair and impartial in the 
references to the Lefroy case, with regard to which 
his Lordship said :— 


“ There is a case upon which naturally you will 
expect me to say a few words, because it is a case 
which has so excited public opinion that it will be 
difficult to conduct the investigation of it. As far 
as I am myself concerned, and I take no credit 
whatever to myself for it, it will not be difi- 
cult to me, because, baving many other things to 
do, I did not read the case when it appeared 
in the public papers, and I formed my acquaintance 
with it for the first time in the same manner as I 
formed my acquaintance with some other cases 
in the calendar; but I have read the depositions 
carefully. I am referring to the case of Percy Lefroy 
Mapleton, against whom a bill will be presented to 
you for the murder of Mr. Gold. I need not tell 
gentlemen of your experience that it is not your duty 
to try a case; you have simply to determine whether 
the case shall be tried, and the trial of it will be before 
another portion of this tribunal; but I may say that 
lthink that, without going into the details of the 
case, which I purposely forbear doing, the general 
outline of it seems, at all events, to present matter 
which it will be your duty to send for further investi- 
gation. I say Labstain on purpose, because, although 
the Barare not here, other persons are here to report 
what passes; and it would be far better, as it 
seems to me, in а case of this importance, that any 
view I have formed either of the whole case or of the 
bearing of amy particular facts in the evidence of the 
case should not now be discussed by me, purely 
because it might seem to pledge me to a view which 
I might herenfter see fit to modify, and also because 
it might lead astray the attention of those whose 
duty it isto bring out what they think of real im- 
portance, and lead therm to consider matters which 
may not be important simply because a Judge, upon 
looking at one side only of the case, has expressed 
his opinion that it is important. Тһе outline of the 
case i8 probably familiar to you, but there are certain 
facts which, И apprehend cannot be disputed, and 
which show that there is, at any rate, a case for in- 
vestigation. 

“ It does not seem to be disputed by the prisoner, 
so far as I can judge from the cross-examination at 
the inquest, that in the first-class carriage on the 
railway a deadly struggle took place between him 
and some one. [Thiswas on June27]1ast.] He,asI 
understand, says there were two persons, but it seems 
doubtful whether they got in at London Bridge or 
not; but whether he is right on that point he is 
always consistent, nt апу rate, in stating that two 
persons were in that train, and that those two 

ersons assaulted him.. When he is discovered, he is 

andaged up, and there is a. pool of blood in the 
carriage, and there is om his neck a mark as of the 
smears of fingers, the marks upon him showing that 
» had been one party in the deadly struggle for 
ife. 

“ Itdoes not seem to be disputed that upon him, 
at any rate when he was examined, were no-wounds 
at all adequate to account for the quantity of blood 
which some of the witnesses deposed to finding in 

„the carriage. Also it is not disputed that his account 
is that these two men at some time or other disap- 
peared fromthe carriage. Itisnot disputed that atone 
place, and that on the London side of what he places 
as the site of the struggle, there was only one place at 
which the pace of the train was so reduced that it 
would have been safe for persons to leave it. The 
place at which they must have left it, according to 
the apparently uncontradicted evidence in the case, 
was a place on the Brighton side, and therefore the 
carriage must have been proceeding at a pace as to 
which it is no doubt possible, because almost all 
things are possible, that people might have escaped 
from the train with safety, but it is in the highest 
degree improbable that two persons could have 
escaped and not be found somewhere in a mutilated 
condition if his story be true, and the persons them- 
selves not wounded. 

* Further, it is proved that at the time he first 
presented himself upon the scene, and gives his 
&ccount of the matter,he was found with a watch 
and a portion of a chain hanging from it in his shoe. 
That watch has disappeared, and upon the evidence, 
which does not seem to be doubtful, 16 is for you or 
for the petty jury by and by to say whether it has 
been tolerably clearly identified with the watch Mr. 
Gold had on his person at the time when he entered 
the train іп London. The story told by the prisoner 
may be true, but it is a strange one. The conduct 
of the prisouer is strange also, and the identification 
of the watch found on the prisoner with that of Mr. 
Gold is curious. 

“The evidence is not, perhaps, conclusive, but 
Strong, which connects him with the purchase and 
possession of a revolver just before the time when 
this took place. His own account is that bullets 
Were discharged at him in the course of the struggle. 
That bullets were discharged seems to be true, 
because, after Mr. Gold was found, a bullet-wound 
Was discovered in his body.” 

Lord Chief Justice Coleridge proceeded at some 

ength to point out a variety of other circumstances, 
Which, as he said, although perhaps weak іп them- 
selves, were links in the chain of evidence, and to be 
Considered іп the aggregate. His Lordship also com- 
mented on the conduct of the police who had charge 


of the case in the first instance, remarking that the 
conduct and story of Lefroy rendered it astonishing 
that he should have been let go, because such a story 
must have induced the gravest possible doubt, and 
should have led them to taking the precautionary 
measure of detaining him. 

Shortly after twelve o’clock Mr. Biron, a counsel 
for the prosecution, made an application to have a 
day fixed for the trial, but the Lord Chief Justice 
replied that he had written to the Attorney-General 
explaining certain difficulties in the way. He feared 
he could not commence the case before Saturday, but 
would not pledge himself to any day at present. 

As is well known, the prosecution is being con- 
ducted on the part of the Crown by the Attorney- 
General (Sir H. James, Q.C., M.P.), Mr. Poland, 
and Mr. A. L. Smith, the prisoner being defended by 
Mr. Montagu Williams, Mr. Forrest Fulton, and Mr. 
Henry Kisch. 


THE LEFROY CASE IN A 
NUTSHELL. 


One of our centre Engravings represents some 
important points relative to the momentous railway 
journey on Monday, June 27 last. About eight 
o'clock on that morning, Mr. Frederick Isaac Gold 
left Brighton for London to collect some rents. He 
did во; and at two p.m. started from London Bridge 
Station on the return journey, the guard having sub- 
sequently recognised Lefroy as the only other 
passenger who entered the first-class carriage in 
which Mr. Gold sat. At Preston Park Lefroy was 
found alone in the carriage, a lot of blood being 
on his clothes. Тһе station-master prevented him 
from leaving the station at Preston, albeit Lefroy 
said he had been fired at and ill-used by a “ country- 
шап” travelling in the same compartment. The 
porter who accompanied Lefroy to Brighton noticed 
a watch-chain hanging from his shoe, and it appears 
there was a gold-watch atthe end of the chain. 
Lefroy was then taken to the Brighton police station, 
where he described what he alleged had happened 
to him in almost identical terms to those he hud 
used first at the Preston Park and Brighton stations. 
A report having been taken from him of what had 
occurred, he left the Townhall, and afterwards had 
his wounds re-dressed, su uently leaving Brighton 
for Wallington by the early evening train, being 
accompanied by two of the police detailed for special 
service with the railway company, who went with 
him for the purpose of veryfying his statement as to 
where he lived. 

The dead body of Mr. Gold, an elderly man, tall, 
and well built, was found about four o'clock in the 
afternoon in Balcombe Tunnel. The unfortunate 
gentleman’s face and head were much cut and 
bruised, and his hands were also cut, apparently with 
a pen or pocket knife. А neck chain deceased was 
Wearing was broken, and a watch and chain belong- 
ing to him were missing. 

Meantime Lefroy, in company with Sergeant 
Holmes, had, as already shown, left Brighton for 
Wallington, Surrey, where he lodged, at No. 4, 


‘Cathcart-road. After leaving Brighton suspicion 


Was aroused and a mess wired to the station- 
master at Wallington to detain Lefroy on his arrival ; 
but he had already alighted at the East Croydon 
station, where a cab was hired, and, with the officer, 
he rode home. The cabman was paid 4s., and Lefroy 
wished his companion good-night, and thanked him 
for his kindness in seeing him safehome. They then 
ны; and when Sergcant Homes ed to the 

allington station he was told that Lefroy must not 


be let go; but on returning to Cathcart-road it was’ 


found that the man sought after had changed his 
clothing and left the house, going, as he said on 
leaving, ‘‘to the doctor’s.’’ 

The inquest on the body of Mr. Gold was held on 
the following Wednesday at Balcombe, where Mrs. 
Gold identified the remains of her husband.

the body was described, and the surgical evidence 
of the post-mortem examination was given. The 
inquiry was adjourned to Saturday. 

Mr. Howard Vincent, the head of the Criminal 
Investigation Department at Scotland Yard, was 
commendably prompt in circulating the portrait of 
Lefroy, reproduced in- our page Illustration. It 
üppears that the morning after the murder was com- 
mitted Lefroy visited his sister at the Islington 
Fever Hospital, a reference to which visit. was made 
inthe Government reward of £100 for his appre- 
hension. The fugitive charged by the verdict of 
the Baleombe Jury with the wilful murder of Mr. 
Gold was apprehended on Friday evening, July 8, at 
32, Smith-street, Stepney, where he took lodgings 
twodays afterhis disappearance from Wallington. 
With 145, borrowed from his sister, he made his way 
to the East-End. Тһе house where he took his 
lodging is kept by Mrs. Bickers, who was not led to 
suspect that the man living in her house was being 
sought for in every quarter. To her he gave the 
name of * Clark." Не went out very little, and 
chiefly at night... He paid 6s. a week, leaving 3s. 6d. 
atthe outset asa deposit. He described himself as 
an engraver, and as one who needed quietness. 

А telegram sent by Lefroy from 32, Smith-street,

to his friend Seele was the cause of his arrest. It 
appears that the suspicions of his landlady, Mrs. 
Bickers, being aroused by his peculiar mode of 
living, she sent her daughter to the address indicated 
on the telegram, which ran as follows :— 

“ From G. Clark, 32, Smith-street, Stepney, to S. Seele, 
at J.T. Hutchinson's, 56, Gresham-street, London, E.C.— 
Please bring me my wages this evening, about eight, with- 
out fail. our to-morrow. Not 33.” 

This telegram led some unknown person, it is said, 
to call at Scotland-yard, and give information which 
induced Inspector Donald Swanson and Inspector 
Frederick Jarvis to visit 32, Smith-street on the 
night in question with the following result, as 
officially described by the first-named efficient 
officer :— 

In company with I от Jarvis and Police-Constable 
Hopkins, I went to 32, Smith-street, Stepney. On entering 
the front room on the first floor I saw the prisoner, Perey 
Lefroy Mapleton, sitting in an arm-chair, Addressing 
him, I said, “ Percy ш Mapleton!” In reply, he said, 
* Yes, I expected it.” І told him I was а police officer, 
and that I should apprehend him on a charge of wilfully 
murdering Mr. Gold on the Brighton Railway on June 27. 
In answer he said, “Тал not obliged to make any reply, 
and Ithink it better not to make any answer." I wrote it 
in my pocket-book as he said it, and read it over to him. 
Іп reply he said, “I wil qualify that by saying 7 am not 
(ms. No further conversation ensued, and I then took 

to Scotland-yard and brought him to Lewes this 
morning, and handed him over to Superintendent Berry. 
Inspector Swanson made this statement on July 9 at 
Lewes. Lefroy was subsequently taken to Cuckfield, 
where he was tucther examined before the magistrates 
for the district, with the result that on July 21 he 
was committed for trial on the capital charge. Не 
was detained in Lewes Jail until the Friday of last 
week, when he was transferred to Maidstone.

A steam-pipe was then washed away by the sea, and 
later on it was found that the water went down into 
‘the engine-room through the holemade. Assoon as 
discovered this gap was plugged up with blankets 
and waste. Still the water gained in the engine- 
room and stoke-hole, but its source could not be 
detected. As the water increased the coals in the 
stoke-hole broke away some sea-pipes in connection 
with the feeding of the boiler, and a heavier leak set 
in. As many as could possibly get near the two 
stoke-holes were occupied with passing buckets up 
and down and throwing the contents overboard. 
This continued until one p.m. on the Thursday, 


THE RESCUED. 


The wind and sea went on increasing, the vessel 
rolling heavily, and being swept from forward 
or midships to aft by tremendous waves. Soon 
the water made inroads into the engine-room, 
and the few fires that had not been put out were 
speedily quenched. At one o’clock there were six 
feet of water in{the engine-room and stoke-hole. The 
captain recognised that the vessel was doomed to 
founder, and gave the order to get out the six boats. 
The leeside boats were first prepared; the larger 
life-boat was launched alongside, but was dashed to 
pieces against the side of the ship. The scene was 
agonising, the women and children yielding to 
heartrending terror, while the shouts of the officers 
could barely be heard above the roar of the gale. 
‘After an interval an effort to launch the gig was 
safely accomplished, and this time it was decided to 
place in the boat the complement of four able sea- 
men, and the fourth officer, T. R. Barclay, and Mrs. 
Barclay and child, who were lowered into her. She 
soon dropped astern, and held on by the rope until 
the third officer gave orders for the painter to be 
cut. The painter was cut accordingly, and she 
drifted out of sight, being lost to view in a few 
minutes in the appalling breakers. The next boat to 
be launched was the cutter, and previous to being 
carried across the deck and lowered through the 
starboard gangway, the third officer, the second 
cook, and two able seamen were put in her. After 
she had safely dropped alongside, Mr. and Mrs. 
Mercer, Miss Hayes, Mr. Akhurst, and Mrs. Jacobs 
were equipped with life-buoys, and jumped from 
the deck into the water, each one being also secured 
with a line from the ship, and by these means they 
were secured until safely pulled into the boat. 

The remaining boat, the small life-boat, would 
but hold thirty at the utmost. Тһе second officer 
and two of the men got into the boat and were lowered 
with her. Then the remainder of the passengers, 
the chief cook, five stewards, and the stewardess 
were drawn into the boat in the same way as before. 
Down to this time Captain Webster had preserved 
the management; but now—having, it is true, seen 
all the passengers into the boat—he placed а 
life-buoy on himself and jumped, being hauled on 
board the boat. Тһе chief engineer and one of the 
crew followed his example, and the boat was at once 
cut away. 


SAVED BY THE UPUPA. 

Immediately the last boat had disappeared, the 
chief officer took command of the Clan Macduff, 
which was labouring in the trough of the sen. 
Lights, rockets, and cannon were prepared for signal 
purposes, and as soon as the night came on the various 
illuminations were burnt, and fog-horns sounded. 
During the night the vessel lay completely at the mercy 
of the storm. As morning broke the Clan Macduff 
began to settle down aft, the water pouring in from 
the ’tween decks through the saloon. ‘The men once 
more betook themselves to baling. The officers 
bravely cheered them on, but the water still gained, 
and was forcing its way into the store-room. From 
amidships aft the deck had sunk at noon оп Friday 
just level with the sea. Affairs had reached this 
desperate pass, when the carpenter sighted a steamer 
to leeward. A cheer went up, and then once more 
the crew hurried below to resume the baling. Two 
of the crew ascended the main rigging and hoisted 
sheets and flags to attract attention. Even when 
the steamer got within four miles, however, no notice 
was taken of these signals. Suddenly the steamer 
put about, and in two hours the Cork liner Upupa 
had reached within hailing distance of them and had 
launched two boats. Ten men jumped from the Clan 
Macduff into the water, one after the other, and were 
safely drawn on board. ‘The nineteen survivors were 
picked up and kindly received on board ship by 
Captain James Maxwell Brown. The Upupa stood 
alongside the Clan Macduff until nine o'clock, when 
she suddenly disappeared in a terrific squall, her 
deck for some time previous having been level with 
and washed by the water. Тһе Upupa then bore in 
for Plymouth, where she arrived on Sunday se'nnight. 


THE PALESTINE'S RESCUE. 

The Warren Line steamer Palestine landed at 
Liverpool on the same Sunday eleven of the rescued 
passengers of the Clan Macduff, who had been 
tossed about in an open boat for twenty hours with- 
out fresh water or bread, Тһе gallant Captain and

CANON FARRAR’S RAPPEL ТО THE

Canon FARRAR preached the annual sermon to the 
London and Westminster Volunteers (23rd Middle- 
sex) at the Abbey, Westminster, last Sunday after- 
noon. The volunteers mustered between three and 
four hundred strong. Canon Farrar referred to the 
presence of the volunteers at the very outset of his 
discourse, and spoke of the permanence ‘and vigour 
of the volunteer movement as facts of which we 
might well be proud. Inthe course of a eulogy of 
the volunteer movement, he expressed a wish that 
every young man who had the opportunity 
would become a volunteer.

the true manhood, all our sons." In the course of 
the sermon, Canon Farrar made eloquent allusion to 
the British heroism brought out by recent calamities, 
and paid special tribute to the heroic conduct of 
Captain Strachan, of the Cyprian, who gave his life-

of the railway from Thunder Bay to Winnipeg next year 
will afford an independent route to Manitoba and the 
North-West, through Canadiau territory.

A WARNING TO GIRLS. 


Ат Bow-street Police Court on Saturday 
last а young German girl, named Engle- 
hardt, aged sixteen, was charged before 
Mr. Flowers with stealing a gold watch 
from a young woman named Spiliner. It 
appeared that both parties lived in 
Francis-street, Tottenham - court - road. 
The prosecutrix missed her watch, and, 
upon à search being made, it was found 
sewn up in the lower part of the prisoner's 
dress. During the hearing of the case, it 
was stated that six young girls occupied 
the room where the prisoner slept. In her 
defence, she denied having stolen the 
watch, but alleged that she had been the 
victim of a practical joke. ‘Through М. 
Albert, the interpreter, sne stated that a 
short time ago she made an application toa 
registry -office keeper(whose nameshe gave) 
at Hanover, for a situation. She alleged 
that he induced her to leave her mother 
clandestinely by means of tempting offers 
of a lucrative situation being found for 
her in England. She was sent over to 
the man who kept the house in Francis- 
street, her expenses having been paid by 
the registry office keeper upon the under- 
standing that all charges were to be paid 
out of the money received at the situation 
it was promised to find for her. Upon 
arriving here she alleged that she found 
herself entirely in the power of the 
person to whom she had bo sent; as, 
peing unable to speak one word of 
English, she could not leave him; in 
fact, she was a slave to him. She made 
these assertions with a view of wurning 
other young girls not to be deceived by 
the tempting offers that were made to 
them by the agent in Hanover. Mr. 
Flowers caused inquiries to be made into 
the case, and through ihe instrumentality 
of Mr. Klaftenberger, of the German 
Benevolent Society, the prisoner's return 
to her friends was provided for. She was 
discharged upon the prosecutor expressing 
а desire to withdraw the charge. Five 
shillings were handed. to the prisoner by 
Mr. Flowers, and his Worship had a 
private interview with the German Consul 
with reference to the case, it being under- 
stood that previous complaints have been 
made by young girls who have been 
induced to leave their homes and country 
іп a similar manner, and have resided in 
the house in Francis-street.
